River  Tees  Port  Health  Authority. 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  ended  31st 
December,  1970. 

This  Report  has  been  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  various  directives 
from  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security. 

As  well  as  the  routine  work  carried  out  during  the  year,  there  has  been  a 
certain  streamlining  of  procedures  to  ensure  the  efficient,  effective  and  speedy  turning 
of  shipping. 

In  addition  the  organisation  for  dealing  with  smallpox  on  board  ship  was  tested 
by  an  incident  that  occurred  during  the  year.  A  suspected  smallpox  case  led  to 
the  opening  of  the  Smallpox  Hospital,  although  in  fact  the  patient  was  suffering 
from  chicken-pox  and  was  not  admitted.  Several  minor  difficulties  were  experienced 
during  this  alert,  with  the  result  that  they  have  subsequently  been  rectified. 

It  is  with  regret  that  we  note  the  retirement  of  Mr.  J.  Glazebrook  from  his 
post  as  Rodent  Searcher.  He  has  served  the  Authority  for  thirty-three  years,  and 
has  been  a  most  loyal  and  invaluable  member  of  staff.  We  wish  him  every  happiness 
in  his  retirement. 

I  would  like  to  give  my  personal  thanks  to  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Port  Health  Authority  for  their  support  and  encouragement.  I  would  moreover 
like  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  aid  and  co-operation  given  by  the  staff  of  the 
Tees  and  Hartlepool  Port  Authority,  H.M.  Customs,  Immigration  Officers,  and  the 
Tees  Pilotage  Authority,  My  gratitude  goes  also  to  Chief  Inspector  G.  A.  Richards 
and  his  staff  for  their  unstinting  and  devoted  service.  Finally  I  should  like  to  thank 
Mr.  H.  Cartwright,  the  Clerk  to  the  Authoity,  for  all  the  invaluable  work  he  has  done.

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THE  TEESSIDE  ORDER,  1967 
ARTICLE  32 

1.  In  the  River  Tees  Port  Sanitary  Order  (1925(b)),  for  the  second  schedule — 

(a)  in  article  5(1  )(a)  for  “the  number  of  members  of  the  joint  board  shall  be 
inceased  to  twenty-five”  there  shall  be  substituted  “the  number  of  members 
of  the  Joint  board  shall  be  seventeen.” 

(b)  for  the  second  schedule  thereto  there  shall  be  substituted  the  schedule  set 
out  in  Schedule  9. 

2.  The  members  of  the  River  Tees  Port  Health  Authority  other  than  the  members 
appointed  by  the  council  of  the  county  borough  of  Hartlepool  shall  retire  on  the 
appointed  day.  Members  shall  be  appointed  by  the  new  county  borough  council 
to  come  into  office  on  the  appointed  day  and  to  hold  office  until  4th  June,  1969. 

3.  If  the  Hartlepool  Order  1966  is  not  approved  by  a  resolution  of  each  House  of 
Parliament  paragraph  (2)  and  Schedule  9  shall  have  effect  with  the  substitution 
for  the  “council  of  the  County  borough  of  Hartlepool”  of  “the  rural  district 
council  of  Stockton.” 

4.  Article  59  of  the  County  of  Durham  Review  Order  1936  (c)  and  article  54  of  the 
County  of  Durham  Review  Order  1937  (d)  shall  cease  to  have  effect. 

5.  The  River  Tees  Port  Sanitary  Order  1925,  the  River  Tees  Port  Health  Amendment 
Order  1938(e),  the  Port  Health  Authorities  (Election  and  Retirement  of  Members) 
Order  1950(f)  and  this  article  may  be  cited  together  as  the  River  Tees  Port  Health 
Orders  1925  to  1967.

SECTION  V— WATER  SUPPLY 

1. (a)  Source  of  supply  for  the  district: — The  water  is  drawn  from  the  Teesside 
Water  supply,  which  is  maintained  by  the  Tees  Valley  and  Cleveland  Water  Board. 
This  water  is  kept  under  constant  supervision  and  is  abundant  and  of  good  quality. 

(b).  For  Shipping: — Vessels  obtain  their  supplies  from  hydrants  on  the  wharves 
and  docks,  the  town  supply  serving  these  hydrants.  There  are  no  water  boats  in 
service  on  the  Tees. 

Some  of  the  tugs  in  service  in  the  port  are  occasionally  called  upon  to  supply 
drinking  water  to  ships  that  have  been  delayed  at  anchorage  in  Tees  Bay. 

2.  Precautions  taken  against  contamination  of  hydrants  and  hose  pipes.  Hydrant 
Boxes  are  covered  by  close  fitting  steel  covers  when  not  in  use,  and  all  hoses  are  kept 
in  specially  constructed  lockers.  Frequent  checks  are  undertaken  to  see  these  arrange¬ 
ments  are  strictly  complied  with. 

3.  One  hundred  and  ninety  three  samples  of  drinking  water  were  taken  from  vessels 
and  hydrants  during  the  year  under  review  and  submitted  for  bacteriological  examina¬ 
tion. 


No  adverse  report  was  received  in  respect  of  17  samples  taken  from  various 
hydrants  supply  and  hoses.  Water  supply  personnel  are  to  be  commended  on  the 
way  they  have  carried  out  their  duties  which  at  times  can  be  under  most  adverse 
conditions,  for  without  the  efficient  maintenance  of  hydrants,  standpipes  and  supply 
hoses  it  would  not  be  possible  to  ensure  100%  potable  supply  of  drinking  water. 

Fourteen  of  the  remaining  one  hundred  and  seventy-six  samples  proved  to  be 
unsatisfactory.  In  all  instances  of  adverse  bacteriological  reports  the  Master  of  the 
vessel  concerned  is  notified,  tank  cleaning  procedure  is  carried  out  followed  by 
chlorination  of  tanks,  pipeline  system  etc.  follow  up  samples  are  taken  after  the 
necessary  work  has  been  completed  to  verify  that  the  contamination  has  been 
eliminated.  Excellent  co-operation  has  always  been  given  by  the  vessels  owners,  and 
masters. 

In  the  event  of  the  ship  sailing  from  the  port  before  the  results  of  sampling  is 
known  the  owners  are  given  detailed  information  should  the  sample  prove  to  be 
unsatisfactory.  Instructions  are  then  passed  by  them  to  the  Master. 

When  the  vessel  is  proceding  coastwise,  the  U.K.  port  health  authority  concerned 
is  given  full  details  of  the  condition  prevailing  onboard  for  any  necessary  action 
they  think  fit. 
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SECTION  V— PUBLIC  HEALTH  (SHIPS)  REGULATIONS,  1966. 

1.  List  of  infected  areas  : 

Lists  of  infected  areas  are  compiled  each  week  from  the  Weekly  Record  of 
quarantinable  diseases  and  copies  are  supplied  to  H.M.  Customs  Water  Guard, 
Tees  Pilotage  Authority,  Tees  Harbour  Master  and  Immigration  Officers. 


2.  Radio  Messages. 

(a) .  It  has  not  been  found  necessary  up  to  the  present  at  this  port  to  send 
permission  by  radio  for  ships  to  enter  the  district.  Arrangements  have  been  made 
however  to  send  such  messages  through  Cullercoats  Radio  Station. 

(b) .  Arrangements  have  been  made  for  radio  messages  from  Ships  to  be  sent 
direct  to  the  Port  Medical  Officer  either  in  plain  language  or  in  code  using  the  1969 
International  Code  of  Signals. 


3.  Notification  otherwise  than  by  radio:  (Regulation  14(1)  (b)). 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  messages  to  be  sent  by  morse  code  in  Tees 
Bay  to  the  Light  keepers  on  the  breakwater  and  such  messages  are  telephoned  to  the 
Medical  Officer.  Ships  with  infectious  disease  on  board  are  held  in  quarantine  until 
visited  by  the  Port  Medical  Officer. 


4.  Mooring  Stations  (Regulations  22-30). 

Ships  which  are  infected  or  suspected  on  account  of  one  the  major  infectious 
diseases  will  be  directed  to  Ichaboe  Buoys.  Should  this  prove  impracticable  owing 
to  the  length  and  draft  of  the  vessel  a  quay  berth  would  be  allocated  to  her.  Ships 
entering  the  Port  with  a  case  or  suspected  case  of  infectious  disease,  other  than  one 
of  the  major  infectious  diseases  are  allowed  to  proceed  to  their  place  of  mooring, 
but  are  quarantined  until  visited  by  a  Port  Medical  Officer  and  declared  clear. 


SECTION  vn— SMALLPOX. 

1.  Name  of  Isolation  Hospital  to  which  smallpox  cases  are  sent  from  the  district  : 
Langley  Park  Isolation  Hospital — near  Durham  City.

Dryburn  Hospital  must  be  alerted  to  the  possiblity  of  having  to  open  Langley 
Park  Isolation  Hospital  and  make  ready  to  receive  smallpox  case.  Adequate 
notice  is  required.  Absolute  minimum  time  required  is  not  less  than  two  hours  and 
this  time  would  have  to  be  extended  in  winter  conditions. 
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2.  Arrangements  for  the  transport  of  such  cases  to  hospital  by  ambulance: — In 
cases  of  smallpox,  vessel  concerned  would  be  quarantined  at  a  berth  alongside 
allocated  by  the  Harbour  Master.

SECTION  vm— VENERAL  DISEASE. 

The  Special  Treatment  Centre  is  at  the  General  Hospital,  Ayresome  Green  Lane, 
Middlesbrough,  Teesside  and  all  seamen  found  to  be  suffering  from  these  diseases 
are  directed  to  attend  for  treatment.  Notices  printed  in  various  languages  giving 
full  particulars  of  the  services  of  the  Clinic,  together  with  times  of  treatment  are 
distributed  on  board  vessels. 

Special  notices  have  been  sent  to  all  Consuls,  Vice-Consuls,  Shipping  Agents 
and  the  Missions  to  Seamen,  drawing  their  attention  to  the  facilities  available  to 
seamen  for  the  treatment  of  these  diseases. 
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MERCHANT  SEAMEN  TREATED  AT  THE  SPECIAL  TREATMENT  CENTRE, 
MIDDLESBROUGH  GENERAL  HOSPITAL  DURING  THE  YEAR  1970. 


Fewer  Commonwealth  seamen  attended  the  clinic  during  the  year  but  there 
was  a  rise  in  the  numbers  of  British  and  Foreign  seamen  attending. 

Seamen  attending  for  initial  investigations  rose  from  188  in  1969  to  227  during 
1970  the  increase  being  in  respect  of  seamen  not  found  to  be  suffering  frpm  Syphilis 
or  Gonorrhoea  but  requiring  treatment  for  other  genital  conditions  or  reassurance 
following  exposure  to  possible  infection. 

Over  the  past  ten  years  a  change  is  noted  in  the  nationalities  of  the  seamen 
attending;  fewer  Scandinavian  seamen  are  being  seen  but  an  increasing  number  of 
seamen  from  Mediterranean  countries  are  attending.  This  may  be  a  reflection  on  a 
change  in  overseas  shipping  entering  the  Tees. 


Syphilis. 

The  number  of  syphilis  cases  seen  remains  at  a  low  level  and  of  the  four  early 
acquired  syphilis  cases  diagnosed  during  1970,  three  had  acquired  their  infection 
overseas.  The  other,  a  Greek  seamen  may  have  become  infected  on  a  previous 
visit  to  this  port  but  no  adequate  description  of  his  contact  could  be  obtained. 

One  case,  a  Greek  seamen  had  received  adequate  penicillin  therapy  on  board 
ship  before  attending  this  clinic,  serological  tests  confirmed  the  diagnosis  of  primary 
Syphilis.  He  was  issued  with  a  travelling  book  and  advised  to  continue  under 
serological  surveillance.  Two  cases  of  Primary  Syphilis  were  treated  whilst  their  ships 
were  here,  travelling  cards  were  issued  so  that  they  could  continue  their  treatment 
at  the  next  port  of  call.  A  local  British  seamen  who  had  acquired  his  infection 
abroad  was  persuaded  to  bring  his  wife  to  the  clinic  for  examination,  initial  examina¬ 
tion  showed  no  evidence  of  infection  but  despite  frequent  visits  by  my  social  worker 
both  husband  and  wife  refused  to  continue  their  attendance  at  the  clinic. 


Gonorrhoea. 

59  cases  were  diagnosed  as  against  57  during  1969.  Of  these  24  had  acquired 
their  infection  locally,  12  had  acquired  their  infection  in  other  ports  in  the  United 
Kingdom  and  the  remainder  had  become  infected  in  other  parts  of  the  world. 

The  attached  table  shows  the  numbers  of  seamen  who  attended  during  1970 
and  in  cases  of  Fresh  Infection  the  disease  from  which  they  were  suffering. 

It  is  of  interest  that  of  the  patients  requiring  no  treatment  Greece  is  top  of  the 
league  and  most  of  them  make  various  requests  for  examinations  involving  other 
aspects  of  the  National  Health  Service.

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SECTION  xn— MEASURES  AGAINST  RODENTS  IN  SHIPS  FROM  FOREIGN 

PORTS. 

1.  Procedure  for  inspection  of  Ships  for  Rats. 

All  ships  arriving  in  the  Port  from  foreign  ports  and  as  many  coastwise  vessels 
as  is  possible,  are  inspected  by  the  inspectorial  staff  and  a  thorough  search  is  made  for 
indications  of  rodent  infestation  by  the  searchers. 

Where  indications  of  rodent  infestation  are  found  traps  are  set  and  specimens 
are-  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for  examination,  and  in  cases  where 
the  Deratting  Certificate  has  expired  and  indications  of  rodents  are  found,  the  vessel 
is  ordered  to  be  deratted,  either  by  fumigation  or  poisoning,  according  to  the  cir¬ 
cumstances. 

2.  Arrangements  for  bacteriological  or  pathological  examination  of  rodents. 

Arrangements  have  been  made  for  the  bacteriological  or  pathological  examina¬ 
tion  of  rodents  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Middlesbrough  General  Hospital. 

Five  specimens  were  submitted  for  examination  during  the  year,  all  with  negative 
results. 

3.  Arrangements  in  the  district  for  deratting  ships  and  the  methods  used. 

Deratting  of  ships  at  this  Port  is  carried  either  by  fumigation  with  H.C.N.  or 
Methyl  Bromide,  the  latter  fumigant  is  becoming  more  commonplace  owing  to 
the  acute  shortage  of  cyanide  gas.  In  certain,  cases  poisoning  is  carried  out  by  means 
of  Sodium  fluoroacetate.

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SECTION  XTV— PUBLIC  HEALTH  (SHELLHSH)  REGULATIONS 

1934  and  1948 


The  Regulations  refer  to  the  gathering  and  sale  for  human  consumption  of 
Shell-fish  which  may  be  infected. 

In  1932  the  River  Tees  Port  Health  Authority  made  Regulations  under  the 
Public  Health  Act,  1896,  prohibiting  the  sale  or  ofiering  for  sale  any  mussels,  cockels, 
I)eriwinkles  or  other  shell-fish  taken  from  within  the  District,  unless  and  until  such 
Shell-fish  have  been  relaid  for  such  a  period  as  may  be  directed. 

There  are  no  beds  laid  in  the  Tees  estuary.  The  River  Police  keep  the  collecting 
of  shell-fish  from  the  banks  of  the  river  under  observation. 

All  Shell-fish  in  the  area  are  liable  to  pollution.  No  action  has  been  taken  during 
the  year  under  the  above  Regulations  or  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1955.

The  Port  Medical  Officer  is  notified  of  all  alien  passengers,  including  stowaways 
arriving  in  the  port  and  arrangements  are  made  for  a  Medical  Officer  to  examine 
them  onboard  before  they  are  allowed  to  disembark. 


4.  Nature  and  amount  of  alien  traffic. 

The  majority  of  alien  passengers  arriving  in  the  port  are  pleasure  visitors  to 
this  Country  chiefly  from  Scandanavia,  Germany  and  Holland. 

The  total  number  of  alien  passengers  arriving  in  the  Port  during  the  year  was 
1178.  It  was  not  necessary  to  issue  any  Certificates  in  respect  of  persons  of  un¬ 
sound  mind  during  the  year. 


5.  Accommodation  for  Medical  Inspector  &  Examination. 

Aliens  are  generally  examined  onboard  but  accommodation  is  available  at  the 
Health  Department,  Teesside  House,  108a  Borough  Road,  Middlesbrough,  Teesside 
for  the  inspection  of  individual  cases. 

Where  ships  crews  were  involved  these  would  be  directed  to  Newlands  Clinic, 
Newlands  Road,  Middlesbrough,  Teesside  for  examination.

Death  :  M.v.  British  Hazel  arrived  in  the  port  on  the  18th  July. 

Chief  Engineer  buried  at  sea  whilst  in  passage  from  the 
Persian  Gulf. 

Stroke  ;  M.v.  Clan  Maciver  arrived  in  the  port  on  the  3rd 

September  Master  was  landed  to  hospital  at  Marseilles. 
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M.v.  “Victore”  from  Narvick  with  a  case  of  Suspected  Smallpox. 

Advance  notice  of  the  arrival  of  this  vessel  was  received  by  us  on  the  7th  March, 
1970  in  the  first  instance  from  the  vessels  agents,  and  then  by  direct  radio  message 
from  the  Master  of  the  Ship. 

After  consultation  with  the  duty  Harbour  Master  it  was  decided  that  the 
“Victore”  should  be  brought  alongside  at  No.  6  berth,  South  Bank  wharf  and  if 
necessary,  quarantined  there. 

The  “Victore”  dropped  anchor  in  Tees  Bay  at  0100  hours  and  the  duty  Medical 
Officer  and  Pilot  boarded  the  ship  immediately,  the  duty  Inspector  standing  by  at  the 
Pilot  Station  to  receive  and  act  upon  any  message  forthcoming  from  the  Medical 
Officer.  A  message  was  received  from  the  ship  at  approximately  0230  hours  re¬ 
questing  that  a  smallpox  consultant  be  called  and  requested  to  attend  the  ship  at 
0500  hours.  Ambulance  transport  was  also  arranged  to  attend  at  the  same  time  to 
take  specimens  obtained  from  the  patient  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  New¬ 
castle  for  electron  microscopy. 

Calls  were  also  made  to  Dryburn  Hospital  and  Durham  County  Ambulance 
Service  who  were  informed  of  the  situation  at  this  point  and  asked  to  stand  by  for 
further  messages.  Arrangements  were  also  made  with  Teesside  Police  to  have  two 
Police  Officers  stationed  at  South  Bank  No.  6  Berth,  to  prevent  any  persons  boarding 
or  leaving  the  vessel  when  she  came  alongside.  Vessel  arrived  off  the  berth  at  0500 
hours  and  was  securely  moored  at  0600  when  a  gangway  was  run  out  and  the  smallpox 
consultant  boarded.  At  this  point  a  telephone  message  was  passed  to  the  Doctor  in 
charge  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  Newcastle  informing  him  that  the 
specimens  from  the  patient  would  be  arriving  at  the  laboratory  at  about  0830  hours- 

Further  calls  were  made  to  Dryburn  Hospital  and  Durham  County  Ambulance 
Service,  informing  them  that  they  may  be  required  to  deal  with  a  case  of  smallpox. 
The  actual  examination  of  the  specimen  took  somewhat  longer  than  was  anticipated 
and  the  all  clear  was  not  given  until  1420  hours. 

All  departments  concerned  with  the  emergency  were  then  informed  of  the 
results  and  thanked  for  their  co-operation.  The  patient  was  removed  to  West  Lane 
Isolation  Hospital  suffering  from  Chickenpox.  He  recovered  and  was  able  to  rejoin 
his  ship  when  it  sailed  from  the  Tees  for  West  Africa.

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LAUNCH  “MERCIE  H” 

At  the  meeting  of  the  Authority  held  on  the  16th  July,  1969  it  was  ordered  that 
the  Launch  “Merciell”  be  taken  out  of  commission  for  a  trial  period  of  six  months 
and  at  the  end  of  this  period  a  final  decision  should  be  made  on  the  question  of 
whether  or  not  a  new  launch  should  be  purchased. 

During  the  period  1st  August,  1969  to  the  12th  January,  1970,  1740  ships  entered 
the  port  and  of  this  number,  67  of  them  proceeded  direct  to  buoy  berths.  A  break¬ 
down  of  these  figures  revealed  that  of  the  total  number  (67),  24  were  coastwise  from 
other  British  ports,  23  were  from  near  Continental  ports,  and  the  remaining  20 
arrived  from  deep  sea  voyages.  All  of  these  last  mentioned  vessels  presented  “Clean” 
Declarations  of  Health  when  boarded. 

No  difficulty  was  experienced  by  the  Inspectors  in  carrying  out  their  various 
duties. 

In  the  light  of  the  report  submitted  to  the  Authority  at  the  March,  1970  meeting 
it  was  agreed  that  the  launch  be  disposed  of.  The  matter  was  taken  up  with  the 
Ministry  who  replied  that  they  were  in  agreement  with  the  Authority’s  decision. 

“Mercie  11”  was  sold  to  local  purchaser’s  on  the  23rd  June,  1970. 


FOOD  INSPECTION 

Container  traffic  to  both  the  Tees  &  Hartlepool  Port  Authority  and  Bell  Line 
terminals  continued  at  around  the  same  level  as  in  1969.  On  September  9th  Bell 
Line  Containers  terminal  suffered  a  severe  set  back  when  the  gantry  unloading  crane 
during  a  day  of  hurricane  force  winds  overshot  the  buffers  left  the  track  and  was 
completely  demolished.  Fortunately  there  was  no  loss  of  life.  Bell  line  container 
vessels  had  them  to  be  discharged  at  the  terminal  in  Tees  Dock  with  resultant  con¬ 
gestion  and  delay.  A  new  gantry  crane  is  in  course  of  erection  and  the  terminal  will 
probably  be  operational  in  March,  1971. 

Systematic  inspection  of  imported  food  has  been  carried  out  through  the  year, 
these  consisted  of  various  canned  meats,  butter,  cheese,  chocolate,  various  canned 
fruits,  onions,  cauliflower  in  brine,  gherkins  in  brine,  various  fruit  pulps,  rice,  hog 
casings,  mango  in  brine.  Five  containers  loaded  with  120  tons  of  bagged  rice  which 
was  found  to  be  infested  with  weevil,  the  consignment  was  subjected  to  fumigation 
by  Methyl  Bromide  before  being  released  to  the  importer. 

The  following  items  were  subjected  to  bacteriological  examination. 

Canned  meat  . .  3 

Various  fruit  pulps  . .  5 

Canned  fish  . .  . .  2 

Results  in  all  cases  were  negative  for  food  poisoning  organisms.

No  rodent  control  certificates  were  issued  during  the  year.  With  one  exception 
all  coasting  vessels  arriving  in  the  Port  were  in  possession  of  international  deratting 
or  deratting  exemption  certificates.

During  the  year  there  were  four  instances  of  vessels  emitting  dark  smoke  during 
their  stay  in  the  Port. 

In  each  case  the  nuisance  was  promptly  abated  after  warning  notices  had  been 
given.  Summarizing  the  general  emission  of  smoke  it  is  found  the  largest  amounts 
of  smoke  fall  into  the  category  of  dark  smoke  or  less,  and  the  periods  or  emission 
are  less  than  those  allowed  by  the  regulations. 

When  black  smoke  has  been  observed  enquiries  have  revealed  that  the  cause  is 
principally  due  to  mechanical  breakdown,  fan  adjustment,  or  burners  require  changing. 


Excellent  co-operation  by  the  Masters  and  Chief  Engineers  of  the  vessels  con¬ 
cerned  has  always  been  experienced  and  the  cause  of  the  nuisance  is  always  instantly 
investigated  with  positive  results.
